Peter’s radio was 
sidelined for a time while a failed headset adapter cable 
was found to be bad, the radio was back up on the air on 
40. When propagation dried up, it was time to relax for a 
while. Things started picking back long about 2:30-ish in 
the morning. It wasn’t long before it started getting light 
again, activity was picking up on the bands. Thanks goes 
out to Jerry W6KIN for showing up and providing me 
with a blanket it was getting cold in the early hours of the 
morning, 

Teardown went well with few hang-ups The heat was 
moderate on Sunday as we packed up and hauled 
everything back over to the shed.
